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We Will Win the Peace 


In the great words of Jesus as recorded 
in Holy Scripture, we are told to occupy 
till He comes. The parable of the talents 
is a lesson given by our Lord to stir those 
souls who are so apt to fold up like an 
outmoded vesture, when seeming insur- 
mountable obstructions are brought to 
bear against them. 
The teachings of 
Christ on these points 
were never more sore- 
ly needed than today. 
While we all are 
taught to look for- 
ward to the coming of 
Christ as the ultimate 
stroke of righteous- 
ness that will forever 
outlaw crime and dis- 
order, whether crime 
and disorder be organized by large or 
small communities or by a system of 
what is known in our country as the 
underworld, made up of kidnapers, bank 
robbers, killers for gain, sex perverts, 
etc., down through the dark corridors of 
rebellion against the right, it is a grand 
hope. It is also one that will stir those 
engaged thereby into a pursuit of piety 
and Christian ethics. 

These are certainly highly commend- 
able and very necessary objectives, but 
we do not need the kind of passive resist- 
ance against the evil around us_ that 
cauised the pious of the middle ages to 
build great retreats as a place for learn- 
ing to be holy. The thought, of course, is 
this: we are living in a very real world. 
All around us activity can be seen. Great 
burdens are being borne by the world. 
The whole human race is feeling. the 
pangs of birth as well as the throes of 
death. The synchronism of these bur- 
dens is pressing men to such pain as they 
have never endured before. Therefore, we 
must remember that the Christ we serve 
never refused privations. He never sought 
physical ease or economic security. Mo- 
mentous times never deterred Him from 
His mission. The numerical strength that 

He could depend on was negligible, as far 
as men are concerned; but when all men 
deserted Him in His great hour, we find 
Him still pressing forward into the storm 
and through the storm. 

These are great examples that we must 
certainly concentrate on and put into ac- 
tion as never before, for we are in a con- 
flict. The souls of men are being tried. 
The weak, the coward, the wicked, and 
the deceitful must fall in the path of this 
storm. Our contribution then is, first of 
all, to be strong. There is a great field of 
opportunity for those who desire to obey 
the command, “Be strong in the Lord.” 
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The philosophy of Christ is still the 
greatest way of life that has ever been 
offered to mankind,—the law of life and 
brotherhood, the way of peace and good 
will, the dignity of man, the immortali- 
ty of the soul, the beauty of racial 
equality, the right of each soul to be 
captain of his own fate, and all this to 
be protected by law and order, as com- 
mended in Scripture. With such a foun- 
dation, such an example, we should go 
forward into this maelstrom with 
strength and determination. 

While we should cooperate with our 
government to the fullest extent of our 
power on the large scale, I feel keenly 
interested in the Church of God as an 
organization making a contribution as a 
unit of men, women, boys and girls en- 
gaged in a real war against real enemies. 
We are blessed by the fact we live in 
America, i. e., the great majority of us 
live in America. That is important be- 
cause of the position of our nation with 
relation to this conflict. It is generally 
conceded that this country with its vast 
resources will be the power that will 
finally crush the Axis legions. President 
Roosevelt recently declared: “We will 
win this war and we will win the peace.” 
Let us be prepared to contribute some- 
thing that will make that peace analog- 
ous to the peace about which winged 
seraph sang to Judean shepherds nine- 
teen centuries ago. We as an organiza- 
tion have started on the path that we 
must be ready to build into a highway 
when the door of opportunity opens to 
us. We have established a great mission- 
ary enterprise at a time when other great 
religious organizations have begun to 
curtail the real work for which millions 
are now dying, that is, for the bread of 
life. If Jesus tarries until we win the war, 
then we want to be ready to help win 
the peace that follows. We want to offer 
something to the poor Chinese, the mixed 
peoples of Malaya, the downtrodden 
French, the intrigued Serbs, and _ the 
starving Poles and Greeks. We intend 
to help win the peace. Whether it comes 
soon or whether we are made to wait 
long, the interim will help us to strength- 
en our own mettle in the fires of adver- 
sity. Yes, we will help win the peace by 
showing that ours is not an atheistic phi- 
losophy of the survival of the fittest. We 
will prove our love for the weak, the 
widow, the orphan, and the aged. Our 
children of today will go tomorrow and 
preach love and equality to the war-torn 


lands of Europe, Asia, Africa, Australia, 
and South America. And those who stand 
by the stuff at home will have plenty 
to do in America to help win the peace. 
There will be the widow and orphan here 
and abroad. There will be work, work 
and more work, to win the peace, but we 
are Americans and we are Christians and 
we will work. We must work. 

The world must have unity if we are 
to win the peace. It must have law and 
order. It must have a sense of spiritual 
value. It must have Christian education. 
We intend to be prepared to make a con- 
tribution to win the peace with these 
weapons. There must be no room among 
us for intrigue, for emulation, for strife, 
for hate, for jealousy. We must keep our 
garments clean. We must do our part 
now, so that when the door for the gos- 
pel is opened, we can go in ever increas- 
ing strength to tell men of the Prince of 
Peace. 

Oh yes, I am looking for Jesus to 
come. He may come before we even win 
the war. But we can’t lose for we will 
win the peace if these motives are pre- 
eminent among us. But what if He tar- 
ries for a few years? We stand to win the 
peace in any turn of events, so kt us 
not sleep as do others. Let us be vigilant 
and let us be prepared to make a substan- 
tial and magnificent contribution in win- 
ning the peace. We are too ambitious for 
this cause of Christ to try to hide our 
heads in the shifting sands of human 
destiny, while the rest of our kind strug- 
gle through the darkest night in history. 
We intend to trim the torch of truth and 
let it glow and glow until it shines 
through the gloom of international con- 
flagration, to lighten the masses of de- 
jected, forlorn humanity to Jesus Christ, 
the light of the world. How can we be 
careless when we all know that we can 
expect one of two great events in the 
near future? 


In conclusion I sum the situation be- 
fore us: First, the coming of Christ to 
take His people to the marriage supper; 
second, the greatest time of opportunity 
to bless the world that Christendom has 
ever had. Do we intend to take advantage 
of the future? By following the exam- 
ple of Jesus we can be ready for either 
event and we will win the peace, for He 
hath said, “I will never leave thee nor 
forsake thee.”

A letter from Maine tells of an aircraft carrier coming into 
port and several of its attendants going to the Church of God 
to be in service. This amazing story unfolded itself: A young 
man who was brought up in a Pentecostal church in Wisconsin 
had joined the Navy. He had not given his heart to God before 
going, but not long afterward, facing a future which was dark 
and facing it alone and without God, his early training drove 
him to seek consolation in an acquaintance with God. For 
quite a while he was the only Christian on board, but it de- 
veloped in testimony that now there are a dozen or more who 
have not only given their hearts to God but many have re- 
ceived the baptism with the Holy Ghost and while all prepa- 
ration is being made to fight against the natural forces of evil 
the spiritual forces of evil are also giving way before the 
mighty and triumphant Word of God and the peace is being 
won where an offensive is in preparation. 

Two young men who attended church in the city of Cleve- 
land for several years, and who left for the Army without 
God in their lives have written back that they have been at- 
tending services when they were in port and have been glori- 
ously saved, and that many others of Uncle Sam’s boys are 
giving their hearts to God. Letters of similar contents are com- 
ing to us from all over the country, showing that Uncle Sam’s 
boys are finding God and are 1ot only making preparation as 

good soldiers of their country but are 
also enlisting in the army of the Lord. 


Christains everywhere seem to be made 
up that the war is a war of right 
against wrong, of atheistic philosophy 
against theistic philosophy, a war of 
totalitarianism against democratic gov- 
ernment and theocratic liberty. True 
Christianity is in the same position that

‘Now is the ac- 
cepted time; behold, now is the day of 
salvation,” 2 Cor. 6:2. As a father pitieth 
his children, so the Lord pitieth them that 
fear Him.

“Come unto me all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden and I will give you rest. Take 
my yoke upon you and learn of me; for 
I am meek and lowly in heart: and ye 
shall find rest unto your souls. For my 
yoke is easy, my burden is light,” Matt. 
11:28-30. Truly, I found His yoke easy, 
His burden light. Praise God! The pre- 
cious Word says, “Seek ye the Lord while 
he may be found, call ye upon him while 
he is near: Let the wicked forsake his 
way, and the unrighteous man _his 
thoughts: and let him return unto the 
Lord, and he will have mercy upon him; 
and to our God, for he will abundantly 
pardon,” Isa. 55:6, 7. Praise God, His 
mercy is everlasting. Jer. 29:13, “And 
ye shall seek me, and find me, when ye 
shall search for me with all your heart.”

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Question: Will a person go in the rap- 
ture who has just repented and has not 
been sanctified? Please give chapter and 
verse.—Anon. 

Answer: The answer to this question 
depends altogether on being a member of 
Christ or belonging to Christ. In 1 John 
3:7 we have these words, ‘Little chil- 
dren, let no man deceive you: he that 
doeth righteousness is righteous, even as 
he is righteous.” Then we have follow- 
ing very closely the 8th verse, “He that 
committeth sin is of the devil, for the 
devil sinneth from the beginning; for 
this purpose the son of God was mani- 
. fested that he might destroy the works 
of the devil.” This leaves us without a 
guess that those who are from sin are 
children of God and those who commit 
sin are children of the devil. In 1 Cor. 
3:1 Paul wrote to some who were babes 
in Christ, and in 2 Cor. 5:17 he de- 
clared that if any man be in Christ he is 
a new creature; so those who are in 
Christ do not belong to the devil. It is for 
these that Christ will come in the rap- 
ture. In 1 Thess. 4:16 we have these 
words, ‘For the Lord himself shall de- 
scend from heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with the 
trump of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first.” The 17th verse tells the 
story of what will happen to those who 
are alive: ‘Then we which are alive and 
remain shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in 
the air: and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord.” 

It is not to be believed that there will 
be more required of those who are alive 
than those who have died. If the experi- 
ence of being dead in Christ will qualify 
one for the rapture, to be sure being alive 
in Christ will qualify one for the rapture. 
In explaining the resurrection, Paul says 
in 1 Cor. 15:23, “But every man in his 
own order: Christ the first fruits; after- 
ward they that are Christ’s at his com- 
ing.” So according to this all those who 
are Christ’s shall be raised from the dead 
at His appearance. So whatever it is that 
qualifies one for being a member of 
Christ, will qualify one for the rapture. 
To be sure, merely having been converted 
will not qualify one for the rapture for 
1 John 1:7 says, “But if we walk in the 
light, as he is in the light, we have fel- 
lowship one with another, and the blood 
of Jesus Christ his son cleanseth us from 
all sin.” Thus our status in Christ de- 
pends on a continued service to Him. 

Question: Dear Editor, will you please 
explain Prov. 31:6, 7.—H. B. S. 
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Answer: The scripture referred to by 
the interrogator reads as follows: “‘Give 
strong drink unto him that is ready to 
perish, and wine unto those that be of 
heavy heart. Let him drink, and forget 
his poverty, and remember his misery 
no more.” If one should read only these 
two verses, it would seem that the wise 
man was advising that people drink to 
forget their troubles. But suppose we 
read the 4th and Sth verses, “It is not for 
kings, O Lemuel, it is not for kings to 
drink wine; nor for princes strong drink: 
Lest they drink, and forget the law, and 
pervert the judgment of any of the af- 
flicted.” In other words, the wise man 
might have said, Those that respect them- 
selves and care anything for themselves 
should not drink wine lest their judg- 
ment be perverted, but to those who are 
ready to perish, those who don’t care, 
those who depend on things of that na- 
ture for a stimulant let them have it. It 
was merely a matter of choice. Choose 
ye whether ye will or ye will not. 

Please explain Rev. 20:13, 14. What 
is meant by “death and hell delivered 
up the dead”? Is the place hell here a 
place of torment or is it the grave?— 
W. V. B. 

Answer: The scripture given makes it 
very plain that the word “hell’’ used in 
verse 13 does not mean the lake of fire, 
but is a state of being like the sea, death, 
etc. In this instance the word “hell” 
comes from the Greek “Hades” which 
carried the meaning of a place of de- 
parted spirits. Thus we have that as the 
sea gave up the dead which were in it 
that death and hell, or all those which 
had been claimed by death and were held 
by the place of departed spirits, gave up 
the dead that were in them, and finally 
that these were cast into the lake of fire. 
This shows that the first hell spoken of 
was not the lake of fire because the 
lake of fire is the place of the second 
death. So then “the second death” and 
“the lake of fire” are identical terms. 
This death is second relative to the pre- 
ceding physical death of the wicked in 
unbelief and rejection of God, thus their 
eternal state is one of eternal death, a 
separation from God in sins, according to 
John 8:21-24. That the second death is 
not annihilation is clearly shown by a 
comparison of Rev. 19:20 with Rev. 20: 
10. After one thousand years in the lake 
of fire, the beast and the false prophet 
are still there undestroyed, “forever and 
ever,” as used in Heb. 1:8, for the dura- 
tion of the throne of God, for the eter- 
nal in the sense of unending. 


Little Faith 

“Ob ye of little faith.” 

It is much better to have little faith 
than none at all. The disciples did have 
enough to go to the Lord in trouble, 
which is very precious. The word “little” 
here means “puny or weak.” “Lord, in- 
crease our faith” is no little or insignifi- 
cant prayer. It is so vital that we should 
pray it right now. Again, one more time. 
Oh, just keep it up continually. And it is 
time to fast some for a stronger, bigger, 
and better faith. Come down on the ap- 
petite, and go up on the praying. Glut- 
tony stops prayer; lack of prayer stops 
faith, and when faith stops, the devil 
is manager. 

“He who is a slave to his belly, sel- 
dom worships God” (Saadi). Gluttony 
never looks heavenward. A glutton is nev- 
er generous, nor does he ever have the 
spirit of prayer. Now if you don’t think 
it is time to fast and pray some, then 
read the book of Joel carefully, and pray- 
erfully. If this doesn’t alarm you, pinch 
yourself and see if you are conscious. 
Apathy is the curse of the hour. 

It is said that a teacher finally got a 
rude and indifferent boy still and gave 
him a lecture, and thought it was doing 
lots of good, when the boy said, “Teach- 
er, it’s your bottom jaw that moves, 
ain’t it?” 

One fellow cried out WITH TEARS 
and said, “Aid thou the defect of my 
faith.” Mk. 9:24. Syriac. This man nev- 
er denied having some unbelief, but he 
was very wise in seeking help against it. 
Resist unbelief and you resist the devil. 
Christ is always reaching out to help 
struggling, puny, or little faith; but 
He doesn’t want us to be satisfied with 
this kind. 

In one of our services once, a fellow 
got up to testify and said, “I’m not sanc- 
tified, and I haven’t got the Holy Ghost, 
in fact, I just want enough religion to get 
to heaven.” Oh, it’s high time to become 
dissatisfied with puny faith, and “earn- 
estly contend for the faith once deliv- 
ered to the saints.” Keep in mind life is 
a one-way street; there is no second trip 
to improve the first. James 4 is a very 
timely chapter to study now. Verse 10 
says humble yourselves, which means to 
afflict yourself. A good way to humble 
self is to put him in a cage, and don’t 
let him get to food or water for a while. 
He will soon get humble and talk good. 
In this way we draw nigh to God and He 
draws nigh to us. Then God is bigger. 
Humiliating self through fasting and 
prayer magnifies God.

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Excerpts From a Letter From Hoyle 
and Mildred Case in India 
Dearest Mother, Dad, and All, 

Last week we celebrated Sylvia’s third 
birthday. She surely was well remembered. 
Sister Cook sent her a letter with a hand- 
kerchief and a picture card in it, and the 
former Municff’s wife and children, 
Lelah and Sarah, sent her a letter with 
ribbons and lace in it. Sister Keir and 
Helen sent her a box just like you would 
have sent had you been near enough. It 
was a lovely package, containing a lovely 
pair of white slippers, socks, three beau- 
tiful ribbons, a toy dog, a bar of choco- 
late candy and a letter. What a thrill she 
got opening all the separate little pack- 
ages, inside the big box! And how they 
knew she needed shoes I don’t know, un- 
less Jesus whispered it to them. Truly 
God has given “Granny” Keir to us to 
fill your place here while we are so far 
away from you. Of course not to take 
your place in our hearts but to be near 
and dear to us as you would be, if it were 
possible now. Each member of our house- 
hold remembered us with a present. 

One day last week as Mary and I were 
going to visit some houses at the junc- 
tion near us, a very public place, we saw 
a woman sitting with no clothes on. The 
shock I got you can never know. We 
came home, and I made inquiry about 
her and found that she had been in the 
local hospital and had a fatal disease of 
the liver with swellings terribly in the 
stomach especially. She knew that she was 
going to die, so she begged to go to her 
home to see her mother and sister before 
she died. She had a terrible sore on her 
leg so that she could not even walk, but 
she begged the doctor just to put her 
on the roadside, and she felt that some- 
one would send her to her home. I got a 
cloth for her and Mary and I went back 
and wrapped her up all nicely, gave her 
some food, talked to her about her soul, 
etc. I did not know that she could not 
walk at all, and she said after all the peo- 
ple were cleared off the road she would 
somehow get on one of the porches of 
one of the near-by shops to spend the 
night. She was so full of disease and 
dirt, I had no place to put her unless 
it was in the car shed, and knowing the 
custom here it would really be better 
for her to stay on the porch for the 
night as she said. About 8:00 p. m. I sent 
Benjamin to see about her, and she again 
told him that after the people were gone 
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from the street she would go to a porch 


near, so we left it at that, but I did not 
sleep all night for thinking of that poor 
soul. Early in the morning I found that 
she had slept on the ground under a 
cart. Oh, how terrible I felt! The cloth 
we had put on her the day before was 
filthy. So we put another cloth over her 
and a clean mat under her, gave her 
food and began to try to get someone to 
take her to her home, seventeen miles 
away. These people are so superstitious 
that no one would even touch her to help 
her any way, and no one wanted to risk 
her dying in his cart on the way home. 
It will suffice to say that finally at mid- 
night we got a cart to take her home. 
Hoyle, Mary, and I went (Thomas and 
Benjamin) and put another cloth on her 
and a new mat under her and loaded her 
on the cart on some hay, a pillow under 
her head, some food by her side. When 
the man returned the next day, we 
learned that she had no home but used 
to be the servant of another man, she, 
her sister, and mother. When she got 
sick, he dismissed her. She had been mar- 
ried, but her husband was dead. That 
man was angry when she was_ brought 
back to his place but she begged to be 
put down at his gate anyhow so that she 
could see her mother and sister who were 
out in the field three miles away work- 
ing at that time; so the cart man left 
her there, and, of course, some arrange- 
ment would be made for her when her 
mother came. 


Just imagine the plight of that poor 
woman! You can never realize the reality 
of the condition. When we talked to her 
about her soul, she said that she had no 
fear to die; and when we told her to pray, 
we found that she was a Catholic and on- 
ly called the names of the saints. We 
tried to teach her to call on the name of 
Christ, and Mary and I prayed for her 
there by the roadside, but the poor wom- 
an was so ignorant and so sick she could 
hardly realize what we were saying. She 
was lying almost in the shadow of the 
Catholic church but yet nox a soul would 
do anything for her but us. It was a 
filthy task. The odor was so terrible that 
Mary and I both suffered with severe 
headaches after going to minister to her, 


‘but the love of Christ constrained us, 


and we do pray that her soul will be 
saved, for there is no hope for her racked 
body. From all accounts she was a very 
base woman, but of course Christ came 
to seek and save the lost and it is that 
kind of people He has sent us here to 





seek. Benjamin told us that all the people 
who knew about this happening are now 
saying that truly Hoyle and I and our 
workers are the children of God, for only 
that would cause us to be a friend to 
such an outcast. 

Thanks for your encouraging words 
about fiery trials; we are still having 
them, but are trying to give thanks in all 
things as you advised. Do keep praying 
for us. Yes, we enjoyed reading Sally 
Jo and when we read the closing issue, 
Hoyle said, “Well, Mildred, after all, it is 
no disgrace to go to New York and re- 
turn.” We are curious to know what is 
coming out in the Lighted Pathway.

“MORDUS SABBATIOUS”

Mordus Sabbatious, or Sunday Sick- 


ness, is a disease peculiar to church mem- 
bers. The attack comes on Sunday; no 
symptoms are felt-on Saturday night— 
the patient sleeps well, wakes up feeling 
fine, eats a hearty breakfast but about 
church time the attack comes on and 
continues until services are over for the 
morning. Then the patient feels better, 
eats a hearty dinner and by afternoon is 
feeling much better and is able to take a 
ride or a walk and talk politics and read 
the Sunday paper. Still feeling better, he 
eats supper but about church time he has 
another attack and stays at home. He 
retires early, sleeps well and does not 
have any symptoms of the disease until 
the following Sunday. 

The peculiar features are as follows: 

1. It always attacks members of the 
church, 

2. It makes its appearance only on 
Sunday. 

3. The symptoms vary but they nev- 
er interfere with the sleep. 

4. It never interferes with eating or 
pleasure seeking. 

5. It usually attacks the head of the 
family. 

6. A physician is never called in to 
see the patient. 

7. It never lasts. more than twenty- 
four hours at a time. 

8. The attack comes on just before 
Sunday school and church hours. 

9. It always proves fatal in the end 
—TO THE SOUL. 

10. Religion is the antidote. 

11. No remedy is known for it ex- 
cept PRAYER—but the patient refuses 
this. 

12. It is becoming fearfully preva- 
lent among men and is sweeping thou- 
sands every year prematurely to destruc- 
tion and to HELL.

“Wherefore think ye evil in your 
hearts?’ Matthew 9:4. 

Yes, those are the words of the match- 
less Son of God! You do not think evil 
in your heart? Listen.to Jer. 6:19: “Hear, 
O earth, behold, I will bring evil upon 
this people, even the fruit of their 
thoughts.” 





There is a verse that makes me trem- 
ble, and that is Mark 12:30. ‘Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
mind, and all thy strength: this is the 
first commandment.”

Take my heart, it is thine own; 
It shall be thy royal throne.”
